Mrs, Arriel Lees Is Under Arrest 
at Pittsburg for Killing 
Robert Nogler, 


T0 RESCUE HER FRIEND 
MRS, LEES USED KNIFE 


Two Women Fought the Man, but 
Mrs. Lees Dealt the Fatal 
Blow — She Went from 
Georgia to Pittsburg 
Recently. 


Pittsburg, Pa., August 21.—Robert Nog- 
ler, a Hebrew peddler, was killed today 
while attacking two women in the home 
of Osborne Woods, at .No. 12 Camp street. 
Mrs. Arriel Lees and Mrs. Grace Woods, 
who were defending themselves against 
the man’s assault, are under arrest, the 
former on a charge of murder, the latter 
being held as a witness. 

For a week past Nogler has been seen 
trying to enter the Woods’ house several 
times late at night. This afternoon. it ts 
alleged, he burst into the room where 
Mrs. Woods and her little son were and 
made an assault on the woman. Mrs. 
Lees, who lives next door, rusned in and 
interposed. The man turned his atten- 
tion to her and after following the wom- 
an from one room to another seized a 
bread knife, it is alleged, to carry out his 
threats of murder. The women fought 
frantically in a narrow stairway. Nogler 
was stabbed and staggered to a chair, 
while the blood gushed from his neck. 
He died before medical assistance ar- 
rived. 

Mrs. Lees rushed from the house and 
ran a quarter of a mile to the office of 
Dr. John G. Burke for assistance. While 
the doctor was going to the scene of the 
killing the woman went to her hone, 
hastily changed her clothes’ and went | 
down tOwn to meet her husband, R. C. 
Lees, a telégraph operator, who was to 
go with her to Atlantic City tonight. She 
was arrested shortly afterwards. Mrs. 
Lees. made no statement to the police. 
She and her husband came here from 
Georgia about a year ago. 


KEEP THE NEGROES MOVING. 


Not Wanted in Vicinity of Pierce 
City, Mo. 


Springfield, Mo., August 21.—Pierce Citv 
is quiet today, although a telephone mes- 
sage from there says it would still be 
dangerous for any of the negroes sus 
pected of the murder of Miss Wilds to 
be taken there for a hearing. Springfield 
negroes fear that the mob at Pierce City 
may be re-formed and come here after 
Lark, the porter arrested yesterday. The 
Springfield authorities say he could not 
be taken. A warrant for Lark, charging 
him with cutting Miss Wilds’ throat. 
was received here this morning. but he 
will not be given up at this time. 

Some one posted a notice in a negro 
settlement here last night ordering all 
blacks to leave Springfield by Saturday 
night. and as a result the negroes are 

reatly excited. Negro porters are flock- 
ng here from the west. They tried to 
locate in Marionville, but were ordered 
to leave. They hope to get the railway 
company to locate the western end of 
their division here.

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HE ASKS FOR MORE 


Uribe-Uribe Says That His Foes Are 
Retreating. _ 


New York,-August 21.—Dr. Restrepa, 
diplomatic agent here for the Colombian 
revolutionists, received a long cable dis- 
pateh today from General Rafae] .Uribe- 
Uribe. The general asks that more arms 
be shipped him at once for his army 
and asks also for cartridges for the rapid- 
fire guns captifred from the government 
forces at San Cristobal. General Uribe 
adds: 

“Enemy retreating into interior. Will 
pursue. Have no time to write letters 
now. Too busy fighting. Clericals severe- 
ly beaten in both battles.’’ 

Dr. Restrepa said that he would imme- 
diately ship 500 rifles and a quantity of 
ammunition for the captured artillery to 
Genera] Uribe. 

Senor Thomas Herran, secretary of Co- 
lombia’s legation at Washington, who is 
now in the/city, admitted that the revolu- 
tidn in Colombia is becoming serious. It 
is the army of General Marin which is 
causing the Colombian authorities the 
greatest concern apparently. This force, 
which is operating in the, department of 
Tolima, consists of about 2,500 men. Senor 
Herran said of General Marin: 

“It does seem as though matters were 
getting serious. General Marin is said to 
nave made a command. The guerrilla 
bands have probably united and now form 
the semblance of an army, outwardly, at 
least. - 

noleeibie enjoys peaceful official rela- 
tions with her neighbors. The report that 
Colombia helped the attacks on the Ven- 
ezuelan frontier is ridiculous. Venezuela 
has a frontier of nearly 1,000 miles and 
it is an utter impossibility for our gov- 
ernment to guard this to prevent filibus- 
tering. As for Ecuador, Senor Emiliano 
Isaza, Colombian minister at Quito, wires 
me that he has been very well received by 
the Ecuadorean government. It is true 
that most of the trouble in the depart- 
ment of Panama has come from hangs 
of guerrillas who have come from Nica- 
ragua. But there does not seem to be a 
likelihood of a war.” 

In one of the letters reeeived by Senor 
Herran was the story of an invasion from 
Ecuador into Colombia. The filibusters 
raided Tumaco, in the south of Cuaca, 
but General Palaiccs, with a government 
force, defeated them, took many prisoners 
and a quantity of war supplies. Senor 
Herran said that the Colombian govern- 
ment had no definite knowledge that this 
invasion was aided by the Ecuadorean 
government, but the impression was that 
the raiders had its help. 

Further information as to the move- 
ments of the Colombian revolutionists is 
as follows: 

A report has been received that Colonel 
Andreas Marques, with a filibustering ex- 
pedition from Trinidad, reached HBoyaca 
by way of the river Orinoco, Meta and 
Aranco, landing 65,000 rifles and 600,000 
cartridges. General Vargas Santos, one 
of the commanders of the rebel army, ts 
now at Curacao, directing the reorgani- 
zation of the rebellion. He reports that 
everything is going on satisfactorily.

10 COURT OF INQUIRY 
HACKETT SENDS MATTER 


Asserts Court Is Capable of Passing 
on Qualifications of Its Mem- 
bers—Tekes Little Stock 
in Alleged Howison 
Interview. 


Washington, August 21.—The navy de- 
partment this afternoon gave out the 
correspondence with Admiral Schlev 
relative to opinions said to have been ex- 
pressed by Admiral Howison, a member 
of the court of inquiry. The closing let- 
ter of the acting secretary of the navy 
states that it would be irregular for the 
navy department to hear and determine 
questions affecting the competency of 
members of the court and advises Ad- 
miral Schley that the question of Ad- 
miral Howison’s competency will be left 
to the court of inquiry itself. The cor- 
respondence follows: 

“Washington, D. C., August 19, 1901.— 
The Secretary of the Navy. Sir: I have 
the honor to inclose herewith a news- 
paper clipping in which Rear Admiral 
Henry L. Howison (who has been select- 
ed to fill the Vacancy caused by the re- 
lief of Rear Admiral L. A. Kimberly from 
the court of inquiry) is represented io 
have expressed certain opinions. 

“If this statement, taken from The 
Boston Record, be true, it would, in the 
judgment of my counsel, disqualify him 
for serving on this inquiry. 

“I respectfully request that a copy of 
this letter, with this inclosure, be gsub- 
mitted to Rear Admiral Howison for his 
consideration, and I would further re- 
quest that I may be favored with a copy 
of his answer. 

‘“T have entertained -ugh personal re- 
gard for Rear Admiral Howison 
throughout a long professional service, 
so that I feel sure that, if the state- 
ments expressed in the inclosed clipping 
are true, Rear Admiral Howison would 
not be willing to serve as a judge under 
such circumstances.

Why Howiron Was Appointed. 

“August 21, 1901.—Sir: In reply to your 
letter of the 19th instant, inclosing a 
newspaper clipping and requesting the 
department to send it to Rear Admiral 
Howison, together with a copy of your 
letter—you are informed that the appoint- 
ment of Rear Admiral Howison as a third 
member of the court of inquiry was ac- 
complished only after taking great pains 
to insure absolute impartiality in the offi- 
cer selected. To a question unofficially 
put as to his availability in case the de- 
partment should require his services, 
Rear Admiral Howison replied: 

“<‘T know of no reason why I should not 
be available for such duty, should the de- 
partment so decide. I have made no pub- 
lic utterance relating to the subject and | 
have seen none of the official reports and 
papers bearing upon the questions to be 
decided by the court.’ 

“Your. counsel, Captain Parker, before 
the appointment had been announced 
mentioned to the acting secretary the 
names of certain rear admirals, any one 
of whom, he said, would be perfectly sat- 
isfactory to Rear Admiral Schley. One of 
the names so mentioned was that of Rear 
Admiral Howison. It may be added that 
of four officers consulted by the depart- 
ment, the names of three were upon the. 
list thus mentioned by your counsel. 

‘This much has been detatled in order 
to remind you of the fact that a fair- 
minded officer of excellent reputation and 
of unblemished character had been found 
in the person of Rear Admiral Howison, 
who at the date of his appointment ap- 
ypears to have enjoyed the confidence of 
both the repartment and yourself. 

Statement Unsubstantiated. 

“Your request is based upon a newspa- 
per clipping that purports to contain 
statements in regard to the truth of 
which you do not yourself express an 
opinion. 

“You ask the department to lay before 
Rear Admiral Howison a statement, whol- 
ly unsubstantiated, that appears to have 
been made by some person unknown at a 
time and place likewise unknown. 

“The department is unable to view your 
request in any other light than that of a 
preliminary challenge of the fitness of 
Rear Admiral Howison to ‘serve as a 
member of the court. It wiil be treated 
as is usual in cases of courts of in- 
quiry.

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Minister Constans Demands Pass. 
porls and Diplomatic Rela- 
tions Are Severed, 


SULTAN BREAKS FAITH 
WITH FRENCH MINISTER 


He Must Either Meet the Wishes of 
France or He May Hear French 
Waval Guns Thundering 
at the Bosvhorus in 
Short While. 


Constantinople, August 21.—The French 
ambassador, M. Constans, has notified 
the sultan’s first seeretary that all diplo- 
matic relations between France and Tur- 
key are broken off, and that the ambassa- 
dor has informed his government to this 
effect. 

M. Constans communicated direct with 
the sultan because the latest negotiations 
were transacted with the sultan person- 
ally. 

The ambassador justifies his action on 
the ground that the sultan broke his di- 
rect, personal promise, given to M. Con- 
stans at an audience in the Yildiz palace 
Thursday, regarding the purchase of the 
quays and the settlement of the disputed 
French claims. The foreign minister also 
gave formal assurances that the agree- 
ment would be carried out, so, in view 
of this double breach of faith, M. Con- 
stans holds that it is impossible for 
France to continue diplomatic relations 
with Turkey. 

The Exact Situation. 

Paris, August 21.—A high offictal of the 
foreign office informed the correspondent 
of the Associated Press today that the cx- 
act situation at Coystantinople is as fol- 


lows: 

The sultan, at the,last audiente which 
he granted to M. Constans, the French 
ambassador, agreed to send the latter the 
same, or the followine dav, a document 
giving complete satisfaction to France 
regarding the claims of French citizens 
and in the matter of the quavs, in ac- 
cordance with the terms arranged between 
the sultan and M. Constans verbally. Tn- 
stead of doing this, the sultan waited un- 
til vesterday, when he sent M. Constans 
a document, the terms of which differed 
essentially from those arranged at the au- 
dience, 

Thereupon M. Constans declined to ne- 
gotiate any further or to hold other com- 
munteations with the porte, and referred 
the matter to the French foreign office. 
His dispatch to that effect arrived last 
night. As the matter stands, relations he- 
tween M. Constans and the porte are 
broken off, but France and Turkey are 
stiil in diplomatic re'ations through the 
Turkish ambassador at Paris. 

No Naval Action Yet. 

“Tf the sultan does not keen the prom- 
ises which he made at the last audience.” 
continued the informant of the correspon- 
dent of the Assoctated Press. ‘we wi'l 
have to recall M. Constans and send the 
Turkish ambassador his passports. A so- 
lution one way or the other ts probable 
within the next two davs.”’ 

Replying to a question, the foreign off!- 
cer said: 

“The naval action on the part of France 
has not yet been decided on. The storles 
in the papers to the effect that French 
war ships are under orders to be in read}- 
ness to proceed to the Bosphorus have no 
foundation tn fact. Such a measure migh*. 
of course, become necessary, but that 
eventuality has not vet been considered 
by the French government.” 

Fifteen Were Drowned. 

Brest, August 21.—A_ vesse] carrving 
passengers between Pleubian and Plou- 
grescant capsized at Treguler, fifteen per- 
sons being drowned including the family 
of Anatole Lebraz, the novelfet. 

Steamers in Collision. 

Kingston, Jamaica, August 1.—The 
Norwegian steamer Uller. Captain Boe. 
from Baltimore August 15 for Porto An- 
tonio, collided today in Port Antonio har- 
bor with the Norwegian steanfer Agnes, 
Captain Irgens, from Philadelphia Au- 
gust 3 for Port Antonlo. The Agnes wags 
badly injured about the bilge and quick- 
ly settled down. The wrecked steamer 
Premier is rendering her assistance. Ef- 
forts will be made to refloat the Agnes. 

The Teachers Reach Manila. 

Manila, August 21—The United States 
transport Thomas, having o nboard 600 
teachers, arrived here today, but their

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OTHERS TO LIVE 
BY THEIR DEATH 


EW YORK, August 21.-- 
Health Officer Doty, 
whose experiments in extermi- 
nating malaria by slaying mos- 
quitos have given him an ex- 
pert knowledge of the disease- 
bearing insects, concerning the 
experiments in Havana said: 


While deeply regretting the 
loss of two valuable lives in 
the experiments of the United 
States authorities in Habana - 
with disease-infectea’ mos- 
guitoes, I positibely know that 
they have been carried out in 
the best interests of science and 
for the benefit of mankind gen- 
erally. 

The two dead men and oth- 
ers,in order to become immune, 
preferred to suffer an attack 
of yellow feber communicated 
in the experimental manner 
with mosquitoes than ran the 
risk of catching the disease 
and take a chance of probable 
fatal results. 

‘‘The knowledge gained 
from these unfortunate deaths 
ts of inestimable dbalue to the 
myriads of human beings 
dwelling in the countries and 
districts affected by yellow 
feber. To be of any dbalue to 
the human race, these experi- 
ments must be made on human 
bodies and accidents Will hap- 
pen.

NEWSPAPERS CHARGED 
WITH DISHONESTY 


Platform Asserts That They Are 
Subsidized and Controlled by 
Advertisers—The Machine 
Element in Complete 
Control of Convention. 


Harrisburg, Pa., August 21.—The repub- 
lican state convention, which met here 
today to nominate Judge Willlam B. Pot- 
ter, of Pittsburg. for supreme court judge 
and State Representative Frank G. Har- 
ris, of Clearfield, for state treasurer, was 
a most unusual! gathering. The ticket was 
nominated by acclamation. United States 
Senators Quay and Penrose and other 
party leaders were absent. There was an 
unusually small attendance of active par- 
ty workers and a large majority of the 
delegates never attended a state conven- 
tion before. 

Judge Potter was formerly Governor 
Stone's law partner and was appointed to 
the supreme bench last year to succeed 
the late Judge Green. Mr. Harris is serv- 
ing his third term ifn the house of repre- 
sentatives and has always been a follower 
of Senators Quay and Penrose. The 
platform on which they were nominated 
indorses the national and the state ad- 
ministrations and the official acts of 
Pennsylvania's United States senators, 
commends the last legislature, concedes 
the right to labor and capital to organize 
and denounces “yellow journalism.” 

The Platform. 

The platform says in part: 

‘We are amused, rather than concerned, 
by the declaration of the late @emocratic 
state convention, for we readily recognize 
as all the people must, the cooperation of 
certain newspapers in their preparation, 
which papers, failing in their attempt to 
disrupt the republican party, have crawled 
under the tents of the democracy with 
their stale and false charges and suc- 
ceeded in having them adopted as a dem- 
ocratic platform. 

“We believe in surrounding the press 
with every constitutional] guarantee 
vouchsafed to it since the foundation of 
our government, but it is a public men- 
ace that these constitutional guarantees 
should be so misused as to have permitted 
many of our newspapers to have degener- 
ated into a yellow journalism such as is 
detrimental to any state or country. We 
charge the so-called vellow journals with 
being subsidized by the full page adver- 
tisements which they carry. The adver- 
tiser is permitted to dictate their policy 
and at his behest these newspapers have 
perverted the news cv:umns and the edi- 
torial page from being an honest record 
of daily events to a labored attempt to 
misrepresent facts.

New National Penitentiary Will

The negro then cut Miss 
Keith's throat and stabbed her in the 
head with a knife, and left her for dead, 
making his escape across a field. 

The negro was tracked to his home a 
mile from town by hounds. He tried to 
appear as if he had just awakened from 
@ nap. But blood was found on him 
and he.was brought,.into town, taken 
before the young lady.{identified ard put 
in the guard house. Several parties 
questioned him and he confessed the 
crime. An outroar of cheers went up 
from the furious crowd of two hundred. 
He was then given fifteen minutes and 
was taken back near the place where 
the offense was commnitted, swung to an 
oak tree and riddled with bullets. Not 
less than one thousand shots were fired 
at his body and then the mob disbanded, 
leaving the negro hanging with a note 
pinned on his back reading: 

“Our women must be protected.’’

If there was bitterness it was latent 
and was to become evident, if at all, 
later on, when the proceedings were un- 
der way. 

Pictures of McKinley and Roosevelt 
were in prominence. 

While the roll was being called a great 
storm was aroused by the decision of the 
}secretary to omit from the call Rich- 
mond and Roanoke because of contest- 
ing delegations from those places. Hugh 
Gordon Miller, of Newport News, tried 
to speak on the ruling of the secretary, 
but was drowned out. He finally suc- 
ceeded in having the contesting delega- 
tions sent to the credentials committee. 

Cc. A. Hermans, of Montgomery, was 
made temporary chairman. The names 
of J. Hampton Hoge and Generals 
Walker and Rosser were cheered. Of 
the five living confederate generals in 
Virginia four are in attendance. 

Committees on organization, resolu- 
tions and credentials were appointed amid 
much confusion and at 3 o’clock the con- 
vnetion took a recess until 8 p. m. 

When the convention reassembled at 
6:30 o'clock Chairman Heerman called the 
body to order and stated that as he was 
waiting for regular businéss he would 
hear from some of the delegates. There 
were calls for Hugh Gordon Miller, 8. B. 
Groner and others. Mr. Miller’s speech 
was received with great applause and was 


The committee on credentials submitted 
its report. It recommended the seating 
of the contesting delegation of Richmond 
and that both Roanoke delegations be 
seated and allowed half a vote each. The 
regular delegations from Goochland and 
Orange were seated. General Allen, of 
Richmond, made a speech in behalf of the 
defeated Richmond delegates. 

J. H. Wood, of Bristol, substituted that 
the convention seat all contesting dele- 
gates with half @ vote each, but it was 
lost. The committee report was tien 
adopted. 

The committee on permanent organiza- 
tion reported as follows: 

Permanent chairman, 8. Brown Allen, 
of Staunton; secretary, Asa Rogers, of 
Petersburg. 

Hon, Thomas L. Moore, of Montgomery, 
placed Oolonel J. Hampton Hoge, of 
Roanoke, tn nomination for governor. 

General John Roller, of Harrisonburg, 
nominated Warren 8. Lurty, of Rocking- 
ham, for governor. 

When Rockingham county was called, 
Mr. Lewis, of that delegation, moved to 
make Hoge’s nomination unanimous, but 
as he was not.a Laurty man his motion 
could _not be entertained. 

General Roller asked to have the nomi- 
nation made unanimous, but it was not al- 
lowed and the roll call went on. 

Mr. Lurty asked to withdraw his name, 
but the convention objected. Later the 
vote was declared unanimous for Hoge. 
A committee consisting of Messrs Moore, 
of Montgomery, and Roller, of Rocking- 
ham, escorted Colonel Hoge to the plat- 
form.

“Otto Johnson was being tried before

ground. The evidence was all in, and 
the justices had retired to make up their 
verdict. More than one hundred men 
were present in the room at this time, 
when suddenly a shot was fired, supposed- 
ly by Otto Johnson. Instantly other 
shots were fired, fully half a hundred 
in al], and when the smoke cleared away 
Otto Johnson had three bullets through 
his body, Len Smith one through the 
breast, J. W. Dawson one through the 
breast and the father of Len Smith one 
through the arm. 

Otto Johnson, Len Smith and J. W. 
Dawson are probably fatally wounded. 
Eight or ten had narrow escapes, half a 
dozen of them having bullet holes in their 
clothing. All the parties to the difficul- 
ty are prominent farmers.

Pittsburg. Pa., August 21.—The steel 
strike situation underwent no change to- 
day. There was no extension of the strike 
and the stece] managers did not attempt 
to start any more mills. Late in the day 
the fires were lighted in the Demmler tin 
plate works at McKeesport, but the ma- 
chinery was not started and no attempt 
It is believed, 
however, that the move is preliminary to 


te start with non-union men. The man- 


agers .of the company have been pre- 
paring for several days to reopen a num- 
ber of their properties and it is thought 
that they have decided to act at once. 
Their Monessen is moving ahead unin- 
terruptedly with full crews and their Cres- 
cent works at Cleveland has about half 
the machinery in operation. There has 
been no break in the Carnegie group and 
tte mills that have been started with 
non-union men since the strike began gre 
going ahead with about the usual foree 
of men. The leaders on either side were 
busy all day, but at nightfall both said 
there was no announcements to make. 


Day of Many Rumors. 

On the streets it was a day of exciting 
rumors, beginning with a circumstantial 
Story of a plot to destroy the Mononga- 
hela plant and ending with a tale of the 
removal of the largest plants of the Unit- 
ed States Steel Corporation to England. 
Between the two, rumors again settled 
the strike in several ways. ‘At head- 
quarters cold denial was given to all the 
interesting stories. 

John Sternsdorff, a rougher from Rich- 
mond, Va., who claimed that he was a 
member of the party of strike breakers 
brought on Monessen on Sunday by “Ala- 
bama Joe” Carter, was at strike head- 
quarters today. He said that Carter had 
entirely misrepresented the facts to him 
and that he had slipped out of the works 
the first time a chance presented itself. 
He says fourteen men left Richmond, that 
five deserted en route and that three left 
when he did. He placed thé number of 
men now in the mill at eighteen and said 
very little work was being accomplished. 
‘The strikers welcomed Sternsdorff and 
were elated over his statement. When he 
told them that another arty was being 
formed to come north, they took steps to 
head it off. 

President Shaffer, of the Amalgamated 
association, said tonight that he has well 
defined plans for bringing the great strike 
to a close. This is to be done by bringing 
about such a crisis in the differences be- 
} tween the steel corporation and the Amal- 
gamated association as will force a settle- 
ment. Just how all this is to be accom- 
plished is a mystery, but it will not be 
by arbitration or lHtigation. 

Shaffer for Arbitration. 

“I have told the other side that person- 
} ally I would consent for disinterested ar- 
bitration in the hands of such public men 
as Archbishop Ireland, Bishop Potter and 
Seth Low, although I did not, as an officer 
cf the association, suggest such a move, 
I was willing to advise it.’ 

Disquieting rumors ‘were circulated to 
the effect that the Demmler plant at Mc- 
} Keesport will be started tonight with non- 
union men, but it did not take place. 
Every available picket among the strik- 
ers, however, was on duty with the inten- 
tion, if possible, to prevent the introduc- 
tion of outsiders towthé plant.) A squad 
of non-union tin workers are scheduled to 
arrive in Pittsburg at 1:50 In the morn- 
ing, their destination being either Demm- 
ler or the Star tin plate works. 

Seven strikers were arrested near the 
gates of the Pennsylvania tube works in 
Soho. When the whistle blew at 5:30 a 
crowd of about 1,500 gathered to givé a 
warm reception to any workers who 
might come out of the mill. None came 
but the crowd became noisy and the large 
force of policemen on hand ran the lead- 
ers (all foreigners) into the mill and call- 
ed for the patrol. 

American Federation officialg offered 
bail for the prisoners, who were charged 
with disorderly conduct, but the magis- 
trate refused to accept it. The men will 
have a hearing in the morning. 

Break in Strike Likely. 

Joliet, Ill, August 21.—The striking 
steel workers heid another joint confer- 
ence this afternoon. They were address- 
ed by Vice President Davis, of Chicago. 
Nothing official could be learned of the 
proceedings, but a persistent rumor says 
that the men are preparing to go back 
to work. 


INJUNCTION IS DISSOLVED. 


Copper Mines at Ducktown Will Go 
On as Usual. 


Knoxville, Tenn., August 21.—(Spectal.) 
The temporary injunction granted two 
weeks ago restraining the Ducktown Sul- 
phur, Copper and Iron Company from 
operating its plant at Ducktown, Tenn., 
has been dissolved by Chancellor T. J. 
McConnell, who granted it. It was claim- 
ed that the sufphur smoke from the cop- 
per smelters rulfned vegetation. Had the 
injunction been made perpetual $5,000,000 
worth of improved mining property and 
machinery would have been left idle. The 
Ducktown Copper Mining Company em- 
ploys 5,000 men. The works support 15,000 
persons. Monster petitions signed by 
3,000 citizens of Polk county, where the 
mines are located, asked the dissolution 
of the injunction. The land of only forty 
small farms are affected by the sulphur 
smoke. The Tennessee Copper Company 
operateg extensively at Ducktown.

Mary Houghtmeyer, 18 years of age com- 
mitted suicide at her home at Foxtown, 
Tenn., by hanging herself from the raft- 
ers of her father’s barn. The girl’s 
mother discovered the suicide and faint- 
ed at the sight. She was revived with 
difficulty, but is in a precarious condi- 
tion.

Cleveland Water Works Tunnel 
Takes Five More Victims 


EXPLOSION WRECKS SHAFT 


And Let In Tons of Mud and Water 
on Men—Nearly a Dozen Lives 
Were Lost at Crib Na 2 
During the Past 


Week. | 


Cleveland, Ohio, August 21.—Five men 
were killed last night at water works 
crib No. 3. An explosion of gas wreckea 
the shaft and let in tons of mud and 
water on the gang working at the bottom. 

The dead: 

James Williams. 

A. Vallencourt. | 
John Bert. 

Ray Trotochaud. 

Daniel Higgins. 


The force of the explosion blew seven 
of the steel cylinders Mning the tunnel 
40 feet into the air. Two men, Henry 
Coe and Vernon Snyder, who were fn an 
air lock in one of the cylinders blown 
out, miraculously escaped with their lives. 

Crib No. 3, five miles from shore and 
two miles beyond crib No. 2, where nearly 
a dozen lives were lost a week ago, was 
the scene of the latest accident. The 


this point was completed yesterday and 
five workmen were engaged in digging a 
tunnel in the direction of No. 2 crib when 
the fatal explosion occurred. 

The heavy casing of the shaft was 
shattered by the terrific force of the ex- 
,plosion and an immense volume of water 
from the lake rushed in upon the unfor- 
tunate workmen at the bottom. Two men 
were at work on staging at the top of 
the shaft and were blowp high into the 
air, but alighted on the crib, and beyond 
being stunned were not seriously injured. 

The accident occurred early last night, 
but nothing was known of it on shore 
until today. For some reason no boats 
are kept at the cribs. Thirty men who 
were on the crib when the explosion 
took place spent the night vainly signal- 
ing for assistance. It was long after 
daylight before a tug reached them, 

It is supposed that the men digging 
struck a vein of gas, which was ignited 
by a spark made by a workman’s pick. 

James Williams, who lost his life in 
last night’s accident, was one of the men 
who so heroically entered the tunnel af- 
ter the accident of last week at crib No. 
2 in search of victims of that disaster. 
Plummer Jones, who at that time de- 
scended into the shaft with Williams, 
was overcome with gas and died in the 
tunnel, 

Operations will at once be resumed, The 
cribs will, however, be supplied with 
boats, life preseryers and rockets to be 
used as signals. Experts will also be 
employed to detect the presence of gas in 
the tunnel and in other ways look after 
the safety of the workmen. 


FIVE KILLED IN A COLLISION. 


Engineer of the Flyer Died with 
Hand on Throttle. 

Jacksonville, Ill., August 21.—The Chi- 
cago and Alton “Hummer” which left 
Chicago at 6:30 last night was wrecked 
in a head-end collision with a way freight 
in the railroad yards at Prentice, 12 
miles north of here, at 12:20 a, m., killing 
five persons and injuring six others, 

The dead: 

Con Sheshan, engineer of the pas- 
senger train. 

John Adams, fireman of the pas- 
senger train. 

Three unknown men who were on 
the tender. 


The injured: 

Robert Kiley, Jacksonville. injured in- 
ternally; V. Howatt, Bloomington, fire- 
man of freight train, ribs crushed; 
Charles Marshall, St. Louis; Charles 
Simms, Longdale, Ill., section hand; Wil- 
liam Maron, Stuttgart, Ark.; A. L. Wood, 
engineer of the freight. 
| All the passengers escaped 
few only being slightly bruised. 

When the collision occurred all the 
lights went out. The ergines were com- 
pletely wrecked, as was also their ten- 
ders, smoker and one freight car. ‘The 
tender of the passerger train telescoped 
the smoker, which rolled over on its side. 

Just how the accident occurred may 
never be known. One theory ig that the 
freight, which was resting on a siding 
for the ‘“‘Hummer’’ to pass, gradually 
slipped down onto the main track without 
the crew being aware of it.

Mr. Caldwell, the husband of 
the victim, applied the match and Wild- 
ner was burned. According to eye wit- 
nesses he burned twenty-one minutes be- 
fore life was extinct. 

When Caldwell applied the match and 
was turning to the crowd, about 1,000 in 
number, he sald: 

“Gentlemen, I have not slept since this 
brute murdered my wife, but I believe I 
can sleep peacefully tonight.’’ 

He then thanked the men for their 
assistance in his capture. Wildner only 
once asked to be shot and he then said: 

“God, you have stood by me in times 
past; I ask you to do so now.”’ 

Wildner’s legs were burned off and his 
body charred. His face is still recog- 
nizable and he will be left where he 
burned until Thursday afternoon, so all 
who may desire can see him and be sure 
ithe right man has been burned. The 
officers did all in their power to protect 
the man, but were not equal to the 
army of men bent on lynching the negro.

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REQUEST FOR TROOPS MADE 
UPON GOVERNOR CANDLER 


Telegram from Tattnall Count 
~ Says Race Riot Is Im- 
minent There

TROUBLE ALSO EXTEND 
TQ LUBERTY COUNTY 


Executive Department Is Wired 
That Armed Negroes Are Mak- 
ing Dire Threats Against 
Whites—Adjutant 
General Acts. 


Judging from a télegram received yes- 
terday morning at the executive depart- 
ment from Tattnall county, a race riot 
is imminent in that and the adjoining 
county of Liberty. 

Owing to the reported gravity of the sit- 
uation, a requést was made upon the 
governor for troops to quell the disturb- 
ance and maintain gaod order. 

Governor Candler is visiting relatives in 
Alabama at this time, and, in his ‘- 
Bence, the matter was taken up by Adju- 
tant General J. W. Robertson. 

Early yesterday morning a telegram, 
dated Hagan, Ga., and addressed to 
Governor Candler, was received by John 
Cc. Candler, the governor's private sec- 
retary. The telegram was sent by WiIl- 
liam G. Worrell, first lieutenant company 
D, First cavalry. It stated that 100 
armed negroes had rescued a prisoner 
from Constable Butler in Liberty county. 
Further it said that the negroes were 
gathering from all parts of that immedi- 
ate section; that tley were purchasing 
all accessible arms and ammunition 
and were making grave threats against 
the whites. The concluding portion of 
the telegram read: 

“Citizens and court officers want our 
company to maintain order. Ours is 
most accessible military organization. 
Answer.”’ 

Immediately after the telegram had been 
reférred to him, Adjutant General Robert- 
spon wired the ‘sheriffs of Liberty and 
Tattnall counties. In Liberty cqunty 
the sheriff, A. B. Brewer, is located at 
Hinesville, and in Tattnall county the 
sheriff, S. A. Brewton, is located at 
Reidsville. 

' Seeks Further Information. 

In his wired communications to the 
sheriffs the adjutant general asked for 
further details as to the reported trou- 
ble. Up to late yesterday afternoon, 
however, no answer had been received. 

The adjutant general stated that it Is 
within the province of the sheriff, and 
he is authorized to order out the mili- 
tary in an affair of this kind, after he 
has notified the executive department of 
the probable or existing need for the 
establishment of martial law. There- 
fore, in event of any further evidence of 
lawlessness or violence on the part of 
the negroes, making military protection 
imperative, company D may be called into 
service by the sheriffs. 

Reidsville, the county site of Tattnall, 
is about 10 miles from Fagan in a direct 
line of gnarch, or something more than 
| twice pies distance by rail. Reidsville 
is on the Collin§ and Reidsville rail- 
road, a branch. of the Seaboard Air Line, 

j running at right angle with the main 
| system upon which Hagan is located. 

Hinesville, the county site of Liberty, 
has no railroad connection, as shown on 
the map. It is believed by Adjutant 
General Robertson that this reported 
disturbance exists between Reidsville and 
'Hinesville, and if the troops are called 
into service, it is probable they will have 
to reach the scene by a cross-country 
march.

MAY PLACE GIRDER TODAY 


Or Tomorrow if Weather Permits and 
Preparations Are Ready. | 


WILL BE SIMPLE OPERATION 


No Difficulty or Excitement Ex- 
pected—Additional Rigging 
To Be Used. 


It has not yet been definitely arranged 
when the viaduct girder will be put in 
place. New portions of apparatus had to 
be made, part of which was promised 
Contractor Wilkins yesterday at noon 
and the rest this morning. 

If the necessary preparations are ready 
the girder may be hoisted today shortly 
after noon, when the midday trains have 
passed. It is even probable that no at- 
tempt may be undertaken until Friday. 
Mr. Wilkins cannot say yet just when 
everything will be ready. Additional rig- 
ging with more yoke lashing, pins, etc., 
will be used. No difficulty whatever is 
anticipated. According to Mr. Wilkins 
the operation will be comparatively sim- 
ple and uninteresting and without spec- 
tacular features. 

Owing to the location of the construc- 
tion at a crowded point in the city’s traf- 
fic and intersecting trains which run 
with inconvenient frequency the work- 
men are somewhat handicapped. The 
act of hoisting the weight must be quick- 
ly done and at a time when the operation 
will not blockade passing trains. 

Mr. Wilkins says that the crowd of 
people Tuesday caused great confusion 
among the workmen and added to the 
unavoidable difficulty of the situation. 
He states that there are no features con- 
nected with raising these girders to call 
for such uncommon public interest. Other 
beams longer and almost as heavy have 
been placed before in the city without 
notice from either the public or the press. 
Hoisting the Mitchell street girders, he 
says, was a much more difficult matter, 
attended with repeated accidents more 
serious in nature than the trifling mishap 
of Tuesday. In such work a _ certain 
amount of contingent delay and trouble 
is always expected. The recent experi- 
ence with the viaduct girder was in no 
wise exceptional. 

Two engines instead of one will be 
used when the girder is finally hoisted. 
No attempt will be made if the weather 
is bad. The ropes wuen wet become too 
hard to manage. 

It has not yet been settled what dispo-~- 
sition will be made of the vitrified brick 
contract.

INSURANCE NOTES. 


There has been considerable discussion 
of the probability of Major J. T. Dar- 
gan’s succeeding in getting a new com- 
pany and several statements have been 
published to the effect that he would 
soon be at the head of a southern de- 
partment to be established by a promi- 
nent English company. However the 
name of the company has not been 
given. 

For the past few days there has been a 
persistent rumor among prominent fire 
underwriters to the effect that Major 
Dargan will in the near future be the 
representative of the Alliance Assurance 
Company of London and at the head of 
its southern department. It will be re- 
membered that this is the company 
which was reported a few days ago as 
negotiating for taking over of the busi- 
ness of the Imperial. 

The announcement that suth negotia- 
tions were on created no little amount 
of excitement in Atlanta fire insurance 
circles and coming with the report about 
Major Dargan is of great significance. If 
the deal is consummated and Major Dar- 
gan is made the manager of the southern 
department he will be in the same posi- 
tion that he was before the abolishment 
of the Imperial’s southern department 
and will probably control the business of 
the majority of his former local agents. 

Major' Dargan was seen by a represen- 
tative of The Constitution in reference 
to the rumor and denied positively that 
he had made any trade with the Alliance 
and refused to discuss the probabilities 
of his future actions.

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ALDERMEN TO 
ACT ON GRANTS 


Peters Stroet Franchise 1s UD 
Apain Today, 


IT WILL NOW BE PASSED 


Boulevard and Peters Street Grants 
Were Held Up Two Weeks Ago 
on Pierce’s Notice of a Mo- 
tion To Reconsider 
the Matter. 


— 


Both the Peters street franchise and 
the Boulevard extension grant of the At- 
lanta Rapid Transit Company will be 
considered again this afternoon by the 
aldermanic board. Both franchises 
passed the aldermanic board two weeks 
ago, but were held up on a notice of a 
motion to reconsider. made by Alderman 
George Y. Pierce. 

Alderman sr ierce stated at the time that 
that his sole object in wishing to hold 
the matters in abeyance was that he 
might insist upon amending both fran- 
chises so that they should only run for a 
period of twenty-one years, instead of 
forty-eight years. This afternoon Dr. 
Pierce will make his formal motion to re- 
consider, but it is highly probable that 
the aldermen will vote down that motion. 

But should the board agree to recon- 
sider, as a matter of form, any short 
term amendment which Alderman Pierce 
proposes to tack onto the franchises will 
be killed, provided, of course, the mem- 
bers vote as they did two weeks ago. It 
may be remembered that an effort was 
made to restrict the two franchises to 
twenty-one years, but this was killed 
when Alderman Kilpatrick agreed to 
make the grants for the long term, 

Four Voted for Grants. 

The differences which existed between 
Alderman Kilpatrick and the members of 
the fourth ward committee were settled 
some time azo, Mr. Kilpatrick deciding 
that, in view of the good that was to 
accrue to the city when the Garrett- 
Pierce charter amendment was passed by 
the legislature this fall and became 
operative, he would not insist upon the 
twenty-one-year limit to these franchises. 
i theta adhered to that agreement 

aq from the fact that both 
grants were stripped of the short term 
amendments and were passed by the al- 
dermanic board by a vote of 4 to 2. 

Those who voted for the franchises for 
the long term were Messrs. Harvey 
Johnson, S. W. Day, J. W. Kilpatrick and 
M. T. LaHatte. Aldermén M. M. Welch 
and G. Y. Pierce stood out for the 
amendments. 

If the board votes today as it did two 
weeks ago there can be but one result— 
the granting of the franchises to the 
Rapid Transit company in such shape 
that they will be accepted by the com- 
pany and. the lines be constructed at the 
earliest possible moment. 

The mayor is expected to veto the fran- 
chises if they come to him in the shape 
of granting the company the right to 
construct and operate. lines for a longer 
period than twenty-one years. Mayor 
Mims has stated that he is wedded to the 
Short term restrictign and will act ac- 
cordingly. But there will be a sufficient 
number in council favorable to the fran- 
chises for forty-eight years to override 
the mayor’s veto. 

Therefore it is only a question of a 
comparatively short time when the Rapid 
Transit company will have its line to 
West End by way of Peters street and its 
extension of the Forrest avenue line on 
the Boulevard. The franchise granting 
the company the route to West End ex- 
pressly stipulates that ‘the company shall 
not begin the work of building the line 
until a contract has been signed for the 
construction of a viaduct over the rail- 
road tracks at the Peters street crossing. 
The bridge must be built by the Atlanta 
Rapid Transit Company and the railroads 
at no expense to the city. 

Cannot Hold Up Again. 

It was estimated during committee 
meetings when the franchise was being 
considered that the share of the Transit 
company in building the new bridge 
would amount to about $15,000. During the 
last meeting of the aldermanic board 
representatives of that ._company sug- 
gested that wie city should contract to 
build the bridge and that the various 
companies interested should pay into the 
city the cost of the viaduct. In this case 
the company would not be required to 
file a bond of $40,000 with the city to hold 
the city free from all damages on ac- 
count of the erection of the structure. 

An amendment embodying this idea 

jas submitted by the street railway au- 
thorities and was fathered by a member 
of the board, but was voted down. 

In the event the aldermanic board re- 
considers its action of two weeks. ago 
upon thé motion of Dr. Pierce and his 
effort to have passed another twenty- 
one-year amendment is defeated, he will 
not have the right, under the charter, to 
hold up the two papers on another notice 
of a motion to reconsider, unless, of 
course, the franchises are changed by 
other amendments during the session. 

The board will have other matters to 
consider that have come over from the 
meeting of council last Monday after- 
noon. Chief among these will be the ac- 
tion of council in overriding the mayor's 
veto of the Euclid avenue grant to the 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company. 
The meeting will doubtless prove an in- 
teresting one. 
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DEPOT COMMITTEE TO ‘MEET. 


Special Body from General Assembly 
To Consider Question of New 
Railway Station. 

The special depot committee appointed 
from the general asembly for the purpose 
of outlining some method which will ob- 
tain from the railroads a new depot for 
Atlanta will meet this morning at the 

state capitol. 

Representative G. V. Gress, of Wilcox 
county, is chairman of the committee. 
The other members are Representatives 
Porter King of Fulton, J. D. Davis of 
Baldwin, C. L. Davis of Meriwether, and 
Senators Ellis of Bibb and Holder of 
Jackson. 

It is expected that the question of the 
sale of the Western and Atlantic railroad 
will be taken up by the committee and a 
report may be tormulated relative to it.

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TRUSTS BEYOND THE LAW. 


So President Wetmore Tells Ameri- 
can Bar Association. , 


CAPITAL TO CONSOLIDATE 


—* 


In Spite »f All Anti-Trust Legisla- 
tion—Right of Labor To 
Combine. 


Denver, Colo., August 21—The american 
Bar Association opened its twenty-fourth 
annual meeting at the Tabor Grand 
opera house today with a very large at- 
tendance of members and _ spectators. 
General Charlies .F. Manderson, of Ne- 
braska, president of the association last 
year, introduced President Edward Wet- 
more, of New York, who delivered his 
annual address. 

President Wetmore discussed legislation 
of the several states under the follewing 
classification: 

Corporations dnd trusts, labor, tax- 
ation, municipal Ownership, elections, the 
administration of the law, civil and 
criminal and newly created offenses, 
education, the laws relating to marriage 
and the relation of husband and wife, 
and laws upon miscellaneous subjects for 
the regulation of matters affecting public 
health, morals or welfare. 

As to the Trusts. 

He said: 

‘The incorporation of a company in one 
State solely for the purpose of doing 
business elsewhere is not generally look- 
ed upon with favor in the states where 
they are intended to operate and there is 
a tendency to exact, as far as possible, 
the same guarantees and extend the 
same control over forejgn corporations 
as over those chartered by the state 
where they do business and even to hold 
the foreign corporation to a stricter ac- 
countability.”’ 

Mr. Wetmore also said: 

“The subject of trusts has entered into 
the political issues that divide parties in 
the country. Time and experience will, 
doubtless, show the expediency of modi- 
fying much of the legislation that has 
been had upon this difficult subject. It is 
a striking fact, however, that while 
thirty states of the union have adopted 
stringent anti-trust laws within the past 
eleven years, yet during the same period 
the amount of capital and labor employed 
in the way of consolidated incorporation, 
to which that name is usually given, has, 
in those very states, steadily and even 
enormously increased which would seem 
to show that, without trenching upon 
rights guaranteed by the constitutions of 
all states, the abolition of that form of 
employment of capital is beyond the 
reach of legislative power.”’ 


Labor Legislation. 


Treating of labor legislation passed by 
California, Minnesota, Utah, Colorado, 
Texas, Oregon, Illinois, Missouri and Ida- 
ho the speaker said that the right to co- 
operate belongs to ail &like, the consti- 
tutional guarantees secured untrammeled 
freedom, to every man to give his labor 
or to employ the labor of others on such 
terms as the parties themselves may 
agree, subject only to the restraint of 
such abuses as, on grounds of public 
policy and the public right may be prop- 
erly the subject of legislative interfer- 
énce. 

On the subject of elections in various 
states, especially those in whice te elec- 
tion of United States senators by the 
people and the referendum idea, have 
been adopted or suggested, Mr. Wetmore 
said, such legislation showed a distrust 
by the people of legislative bodies. 

The administration of law by various 
states, education and the laws relating 
to husband and wife were hastily touch- 
ed upon by the speaker, after which he 
took up the laws and regulations relat- 
ing to public health and welfare as pass- 
ed by the several states. Mr. Wetmore 
said that a general-survey showed some 
defects, among whichgwere over-legisla- 
tfon, opportunist legislation, the evil 
which preduced What is termed ‘‘politi- 
cal bosses.’’ In conclusion he said: : 

“The exponents of extreme doctrines 
of socialism are found, not among the 
toiling masses, but among authors and 
students apd the theorists. The preachers 
of the doctrine of discontent may be met 
among the educated, the intel: vent and 
well-intentioned quite as often as among 
the self-seekers and the demogagues.’”’ 

Georgian on the Council. 

A new general council was chosen, 
among which were the following: 

North Carolina, J. Crawford Biggs; 
Ohio, J. M. Sheets; South Carolina, 
Charles A. Woods; Virginia, S. S. Pater- 
son; Florida, R. W. Williams; Georgia, P. 
W. Meldrim. 

A memorial from the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition Company was read in- 
viting the association to meet in St. 
Louis in 1903, and also to appoint a com- 
mittee of one hundred lawyers from the 
various states of the union and, if 
thought advisable, from foreign countries 
to formulate a plan for a universal law 
congress to be held as a feature of the 
exposition. The memorial was referred 
to a special committee. 


NEGRO LEADS A HOT CHASE. 


County Policemen Finally Capture 
Him—He Also Held Crowd at 
Bay with a Knife. 

John Walker, a negro, led County Po- 
licemen Frank Golden and Fred White 
a hot chase of 3 miles’ yesterday 
morning in the vicinity of the Mason & 
Turner ferry road and Hollywood cem- 

etery, where he was finally captured. 

A short time previous to the chase 
Walker held a crowd of men at Tampa, 
on the river electric line, at bay with 2 
knife, defying arrest. The knife proved 
too much for the crowd and the negro 
made his escape. 

All of this resulted from a charge that 
Walker had stolen some corn from tl@ 
corn field of a Mr. Bridwell, near Holly- 
wood cemetery. The men at Tampa en- 
deavored to place him under arrest, with 
the result stated. 

The negro was brought into the city 
and placed in the Tower. He denies that 
he stole thé corn. A big British bull dog 
pistol was taken from him.

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MAY LIMIT USE 
DF FREE WATER 
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Finance Committee if ‘Water, 
Board Will Act. 


METERS FOR ALL SERVICES 


Superintendent Woodward Recom- | 
mends That the Supply to Y. ! 
M. C. A. and Athletic Club 
Be Limited to So Many 
Gallons a Month. 


After waiting exactly an hour for suffi- 
clent members to make a quorum, the 
toard of water commissioners held a 
short session yesterday afternoon and 
transacted routine business. 

The most important matter considered 
was the special report of Superintendent 
Park Woodward regarding the estimated 
expense of putting meters on all free wa- 
ter services for the purpose ef ascer‘ain- 
ing exactly what amount of water was 
being used. His report was referred to 
the finanee committee with power to act. 
He was also requested to file a duplicate 
of the report at the next meeting of 
the boand, as there were matters touched 
upon which it was thought should be 
brought to the attention of those mem- 
bers who were not at the meeting yes- 
terday. 

The superintendent's report estimates 
the cost of these meters for free services 
at $2,800.60, summarized as follows: 

School buildings, $890.70: charities and 
hospitals, $300.90; fire department. $4980: 
police, parks and cemetery, $662: Fulton 
county buildings, $467. 


The report showed that the Youne 
Men's Christian Association used 3.320,251 
gallons of water from January to the 
Ist of the present month. This would be 
about 15,810 gallons a dav. The report 
also showed that the Atlanta Athletic 
Club was Aising about one-fourth as much 
water as the association. Superintendent 
Woodwami recommended that the: supply 
for the Young Men's Christian Association 
be limited to 400,000 gallons a month, and 
that of the athletic club to half that 
amount, 

A pcertion of Colonel Woodward's 
port reads as follows: ' 

I respectfully cal) the attention of the board 
to the fact that the asphalting of Whitehall 
street from the south end of the Whitehall 
street viaduct to Windsor street will necessitate 
making and changing 194 taps, at a cost of 
about $1,200. We have no fund from which 
to pay for this work, and I desire the board 
to direct out of what fund to pay it. 

To Keep Up the Banks. 

Colonel Woodward also recommended 
that two men be employed during the 
summer months at a salary of $1 each a 
day to keep up the banks of the reservoir 
and look after the grass and foliage at 
pumping station No, 2. The board author- 
izexl the superintendent to make the nec- 
essary provisi6n for this work until the 
board should see fit to rescind its action. 

He was also authorized to have the 
water works department scales tested at 
a cest not to exceed $20. Colonel Wood- 
ward called the attention of the board 
to the fact that about 100 new valves and 
1,00 stems were needed for the pumps at 
the pumping station. This matter will 
doubtless be taken up at a special mect- 
ing of the board to be called when Presi- 
dent Hillyer returns to the city. 

It seems that the board some months 
ago contracted with a supply company tor 
valves. and that the company furnished 
half a dozen such for testing purposes. 
The company, it appears, never flied a 
surety bond, as was required, to cover the 
emount of the contemplated purchases 
by the board, which were estimated to 
amount to about $2,000. 

The meeting of the board was 
uled for 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
At that hour only four members were 
present and no action could be taken on 
any of the matters before the board. At 
5 o’clock the mayor arrived at the city 
hall and he was asked to make up the 
quorum, which he did. He was request- 
ed to preside, but dec‘tined in favor of 
Commbssioner Harrison. 

The members of the board present were 
Commissioners Harrison, Harwell, Erwin, 
Alderman Kilpatrick and the mayor. Com- 
missioner Bloodworth was expected to 
attend. but he did not make his appear- 
ance. President Hillyer and Commission- 
efs Peters and Wilkes are out of the 
city. 
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COLOMBIAN GUNBOAT IS LOST. 


La Popa Strikes a Rock Near Sava- 
‘ nilla Harbor. 


Oolon, Colombia, August 21, via Galves- 
ton, Tex., August 21.—News just received 
here from Cartagena says that an open 
boat, containing four men, has arrived 
there and reported that the Colombian 
gunboat La Popa sank on leaving Sava- 
nilla for Cartagena. Steam launches 
were.immediately dispatched to search 
for the La Popa, but no trace of the 
gunboat was found. She recently under- 
went a thorough overhauling at Colon. 
the repairs costing $25,000. 

Details of the loss of the La Popa 
were received later in the day. She 
struck on a rock in the vicinity of the 
harbor of Savanilla last week, injuring 
her bottom, her stern and her propeller. 
The gunboat managed to get to Carta- 
gena, where temporary faulty repairs 
were effected. On returning to Savanilla 
the bottom plates of La Popa appear to 
have given out imm.,.liately, for she col- 
lapsed and sank by the stern. There 
were some troops and several passengers 
on board. Their fate is not yet known, | 
but hopes are entertained for their safe- 
ty, as the gunboat had some gigs; in 
first-class condition, on board. 

La Popa was an iron  auxillary 
schooner gunboat, built in 1887 at Wil- 
mington, Del., and having one propeller. 
She was 120 feet long, had 2-foot beam 
and was ll feet deep.

From reports of the various camp phy- 
sicilans, he continued, returned this month 
it was shown that at a number of the 
camps none of the convicts were in the 
hospitals and at the others the percentage 
of convicts under medical! treatment was 
exceedingly small. Further, he said the 
utmost care is exercised by the commis- 
sion relative to the health of the convicts 
in the camps. 

Captain Yancey said it is untrue that 
under the present system of contracting 
for convict hire there are any lessees of 
convicts. 

“Dr. Dozier is referred to as the prin- 
cipal physician of the state prison farm,” 
eaid Captain Yancey. “There is no prin- 
cipal physician; they are a:l on the same 
footing. He also says he has about 109 
convicts under treatment, Including nurses 
and care-takers. There are 265 men at 
the state farm, and according to Dr. Do- 
zier’s yeport to the commission there are 
only thirty-eight of the convicts under 
treatment.” 

Dr. S. H. Green, the physician of the 
state camp at the Chattahoochee brick 
vard, was at the capitol yesterday and in 
connection with the statement of Dr. Do- 
zier. said that out of the 20 convicts at 
his camp, only three are in the hos- 
pital.

POSSE AFTER BOOKMAKERS 
STOOD OFF BY THE SHERIFF 


St. Louis, August 21.—An attempt on 
the part of a posse of constables to serve 
warrants on the management of the Del- 
mar track and bookmakers doing’ busi- 
ress thereon was frustrated today by 
Sheriff E. C. Hencken and his deputies, 
who repulsed the posse with shotguns. 
The move to elose the Delmar track was 
not altogether unexpected by the man- 
agement, and deputies were stationed at 
the track when the crowd first began to 
arrive in the aftegnoon. In the mean- 
time warrants had been sworn out at Bt. 
Ferdinand township, near Kinloch park, 
before Justice Baker, charging the de- 
fendants with keeping a common gam- 
bling house. Thirty-three warrants were 
drawn in all, those named therein in- 
cluding President Sam W. Adler, C. A. 
Tilles and L. A. Cella, of Delmar. These 
wer: placed in the hands of constables, 
nearly forty being in the posse, which 
was headed by Constable Linhard. 

At 2 o'clock the posse set out for Del- 
mar. Word was conveyed to the track 
and the sheriff and his deputies, armed 
with repeating shotguns, stood them- 
selves near the gates. At the approach 
of the posse the sheriff walked into the

betting ring and placed all the book- 
makers and the management of the track 
under arrest on a charge of violating the 
breeders’ law. Betting was immediately 
suspended at all the books. 

When the posse approached the sheriff 
ordered its members to keep out of the 
track. The sheriff had but seven depu- 
ties, but these were all armed, and the 
posse withdrew, seeing that attempts to 
force an entrance might be met with loss 
of life. Constable Linhard rematined out- 
side and after his posse had departed was 
allowed to enter the grounds. He was 
unable to serve his warrants on the sher- 
iff’'s prisoners, however, discovering that 
he had left the documents in the care of 
a member of the posse. When he with- 
drew Sheriff Hencken released his prison- 
ers and betting proceeded as usual. 

President Adler stated that racing at 
Delmar would continue without interrup- 
tion and that there would be no change 
in the programme of the track. The at- 
titude of the sheriff, he said, was founded 
on the fact that the bookmakers were his 
prisoners and that he intended to protect 
them from any interference on the part 
of a mob. 
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BELLE OF LEXINGTON 

BROKE TRACK RECORD 
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Saratoga, N. Y., August 21.—W. J. Ar- 
kell’s filly, Belle of Lexington, broke the 
track record for six furlongs this after- 
noon, She covered the distance in 1:12 2-5, 
the previous record being 1:1244, made By 
Voter two years ago. Belle of Lexing- 
ton's weight was but 95 pounds, and aided 
by her light impost she went to the front 
early in the race and won easily by two 
lengths from Chuctanunda. 

W. C. Whitney scored a double triumph 
in the Grand Unton Hotel stakes. His 
2-year-olds, King Hanover and Goldsmith, 
finished first and second. King Hanover 
made all the going and won by half a 
length ridden out. Goldsmith finished 
four lengths in front of Dixie Line, with 
Masterman a neck away.

Secures Gate City Oi Mils an 
Other Large Holdings of 
John Oliver 


QEAL INVOLVES HUNDREDS 
OF THOUSANDS OF DOLLARS 


Company Also Secured Interest Re- 
cently in Southern Cotton Oil 
Company—Securing Con- 
trol of Industry for 
Protection. 


Tha Viriginia-Carolina Chemical Com- 
pany has purchased the Gate City oil 
mills, located near Fort McPherson. and 
has also bought out al] the other inter- 
ests and holdings of John Oliver, of At- 
lanta, who is said to be the most exten- 
Sive individual cotton seed oil operator 
in the south. 

Mr. Oliver’s interests are located in 
numerous parts of Georgia and extend 
. into adjoining states, one of his mills 
being located at Charlotte, N. C. 

The Virginia-Carolina Chemical Com- 
pany hag recently secured a large in- 
terest in the Southern-Cotton O11 Com- 
pany and is now closely allied with that 
corporation. This corporation has plants 
located all over the south, several of 
them being in this state. 

This last deal, taking in the Gate City 
oil mills and Mr. Oliver's other plants, 


is said to involve several hundred thou- } 


sand dollars. It is understood to be an- 
Other step on the part of the Virginia- 
Carolina Chemica) Company to secure 
control of the cotton seed oil mills of the 
‘south from which cotton seed meal may 
be obtained. The meal has lately become 
an indispensable commodity to the Chem- 
ical company, ag it is from it that the 
ammonia necessary to the manufacture 
of fertilizers will now have to be ob- 
tained. 

About two months ago The Constitution 
published an account of the fact that the 
Virginia-Carolina Chemical Company was 
seeking to buy up all of the independent 
cotton seed plants in the south.

MANAHAN HAS RETURNED 


Makes Statement with Regard to the 
Buffalo Affair. 


PUBLICATION SURPRISED HIM 


Brought Letter from Attorney Who 
Defended Greer in the Case, 
Fully Exonerating Him.

Dr. M. W. Mananhan arrived in the city 
last night from Buffalo, having left there 
on Monday last. 

Dr. Manahan called at The Constitu- 
tion office, and relative to the recent af- 
fair in Buffalo in which his name was 
used, said: 

“While sitting in a car, Thursday or 
Friday, going out to the exposition 
grounds, a gentleman next to me noticed 
me with a dram vial of chloroform. 
He said: ‘Neighbor, what {s that?” I 
told him it was chloroform, and gave him 
the vial. He asked me for a card, which 


I gave him. Further than thi§ I paid no 
more attention to the matter until I read 
in Sunday’s Buffalo papers of the arrest, 
accounts of which were sent here. 

“I was ready to leave Sunday night, but 
waited over to attend police court Monday 
morning, and see what the matter 
amounted to. Upon calling at police head- : 
quarters Monday morning I learned who 
the attorney of the man was and called 
upon him. To him I proved my identity 
and also showed up the imposition that 
the man had practiced. 

“After this my connection with the case 
was severed, and I knew of nothing fur- 
ther that developed in the matter except 
what I read in the newspapers. 

“As a matter of fact, spent Saturday 
at Niagara, visiting the falls, and was 
rot on the exposition grounds at any 
time during that day.” 

The following note was given to Dy. 
Manahan by the attorney who defended 
Greer, the man who impersonated the 
Atlanta physician:

The following from the Railway Age 
will be of interest to all patrons of the 
Pullman company: 

On account of the great demand for drawing 
rooms in Pullman cars on the Florida special 
of the Atlantic Coast line, the railway company 
has a rule requiring the presentation of two 
tickets to secure the exclusive use of a com- 
partment, A passenger, having been informed 
of the rule, bought a drawing room from New 
York to Charleston, paying $/6, but at Balti- 
more was required to exchange the apartment 
for a Pullman berth, having declined to pur- 
chase a second railway ticket. He now, being 
a lawyer, sues the Pullman company for dam- 
ages, placing his claim at the low sum of 
$1,950 in order to obtain the benefit of the 
rule which prevents carrying to the federal 
court cases involving less than $2,000. The 
decision of this suit will establish a precedent 
involving a troublesome operative problem. A 
drawing room affords accommodations for three 
or more persons, represented by a correspond- 
ing number of tickets, Would ft be right for 
the Pullman company to sell the entire com- 
partment to the holder of a single ticket, to the 
exclusion of a large number of ticket-holders 
desirous of the accommodations? The Pullman 
company gets no more for the room, whether 
occupied by one or half a dozen people. Is it 
or {is it not morally bound to discourage a mo- 
nopoly of the coveted quarters by a single !n- 
dividual and to require that at least two tick- 
ets shall share the room? The same question 
applies to the matter of selling the two berths 
of a section to one person when this mizht 
make the number of berths unequal to the 
demand. Formerly the purchase of an entire 
section was carefully restricted, but this is 
not now considered necessary on many roads, 
The single drawing room presents different con- 
ditions, and on a special class of trains where 
it is likely to be much in demand, a rule 
tending to discourage the monopolizing of the 
room by one person to the exclusion of several 
others would seem to be justified by good man- 
agement and likely to be sustained by a court 
of equity. 


The seaboard carried out quite a large 
crowd yesterday bound for Old Point 
Comfort.

ATLANTA MAY GET 
NEW CITY HALL 


—_—_—_—__—_——— 


Mayor Wants Building To Cos 
Nearly Half Million 


MAY CALL MASS MEETING 


Mayor Believes ‘the People Are 
Heartily in Favor of Erecting 
a Structure That Can Be 
Pointed to with Just 
Pride. 


A greater city hall—one that shall be 
in thorough keeping with Atlanta’s re- 
markable progress and enterprise, and a 
structure that can be pointed to with just 
pride by every citizen of the city—is the 
plan that Mayor Mims has in mind at 
present. 

Not only that, but he proposes to set 
the wheels in motion that may bring 
about this desirable result. It is highly 
probable that he will, in the course of 
the next few days, call a mass meeting 
of the people to take up the matter of a 
bond issue for the erection of a new city 
hall to cost from $300,000 to half a million, 

The mayor has been taking a decided 
interest in the city hall matter ever since 
he approved the purchase by the city of 
the equity of the Atlanta chamber of 
commerce in the present city hall build- 
ing on the corner of South Pryor and 
Hunter streets. Citizens have spoken to 
Mayor Mims regarding the advisability of 
having a general meeting of tax payers 
to consider the matter, and he is serious- 
ly considering the suggestion. 

Council Informed of Plan. 

In a communication which the mayor 
submitted to council, along with his ap- 
proval of the chamber of commerce build- 
ing purchase, he had the following to say 
relative to the matter of the erection of 
a new and permanent home for the city 
government: 

“I hope that we will keep steadily in 
view the factthat we need and must have 
a new city hall building, something suited 
‘to the growing size and progress of this 
great city, and that we will hold this 
building under terms of our purchase in 


thereby in aid of the new. 

‘‘There is no better time than right now 
to provide for the new city hall. We are 
as able to do so now as we will be any 
time hence. As with nearly all cities hav- 
ing fine government buildings, we must 
vote an issue of 3 or 3% per cent bonds, 
say, of $300,000, the interest being but a 
few thousand more than present rental 
and attendant expenses, and we can thus 
enjoy a splendid building and we ought 
to have it at the earllest day. 

‘The burden will be too light on each 
tax payers to cause complaint. We are as 
able right now to arrange for the bonds 
and settle on building site and character 
of building as we will at any time hence. 
The matter when fairly presented to the 
people of Atlanta will have their ap- 
proval. I make these suggestions only to 
call your attention to this important mat- 
ter, not to ask your action now.” 


Mayor Is Enthusiastic. 


The mayor is enthusiastic over his plan. 
He feels confident that every citizen of 
Atlanta has an interest in city affairs and 
would be heartily in favor of having a 
handsome new city hall that should really 
typify the city’s claim to being a progres- 
sive and businesslike town. 

‘There is no time like the present to 
take up a matter of this kind,’’ said he 
yesterday. ‘‘So many people have spoken 
to me in regard to the matter that I am 
firmly convinced the citizens in general 
want a new city hall. I believe that if the 
tax payers are afforded an opportunity to 
express themselves they will unhesitat- 
ingly vote for & bond issue to put up a 
city government bullding. 

‘‘Many other large cities have city halls 
that cost millions of dollars to build. 
They advertise the city’s prosperity and 
ae a valuable asset. Atlanta has done 
without a suitable city hall for too manv 
years. Now is the time to begin the work 
of securing one that will be a permanent 
home for the government of the city. We 
can easily dispose of any quantity of 3 or 
3% per cent bonds, and the payment of 
the interest on these would hardly be felt 


by the tax payers.’’ 
REFUSES TO PAY THE TAX. 


Georgia Railroad Will Fight Assess- 
ment on Its Holdings of West- 
ern of Alabama Stock. 
Through its attorney, Major J. B. 
Cumming, of Augusta, notice has been 
served on Comptroller General Wright 
that the demand of the state of Georgia 
for taxes of $1,500,000 worth of Atlanta 
and West Point stock held by the com- 
pany from 1881 till 1901 will not be paid. 
The Central of Georgia Railway Com- 
pany and the Georgia Railroad Company 
originally- owned the entire capital stock 
of the Western Railway of Alabama. The 
Central has transferred all of its stock 
to the Central Trust Company of New 
York as collateral security for a bond 
issue. This road claims that inasmuch 
as the title to the stock is not now in the 
name of the Central of Georgia Railway 
Company, it is not liable for the taxes. 
The Georgia railroad stili owns and has 
possession of its half of the capital stock 
of the Western nailway of Alabama and 
claims that the Georgia legislature has 
no authority to impose any tax upon its 

holdings in Alabama. 

There is the probability of an adjust- 
ment of the matter between the state and 
the Central, but the Georgia road will 
contest the state’s right to collect these 
taxes by a bill in the United States cir- 
cuit court. This case will involve about 
$200,000 and will present many important 
questions in the state law relative to 
taxation. 

The general tax act passed by the last 
legislature requires citizens of this state 
to return for taxation at their market 
value any shares stock Tiey may own 
in non-resident corporations. Attorney 
General Terrell will contend on behalf of 
the ‘state that this provision of the law 
covers the holdings of these railroads and 
has advised the comptroller general to 
this effect. Mr. Terréll has been devot- 
ing most of his time for the last two or 
three weeks to an investigation of the 
questions involved in this controversy 
and has cited to the comptroller general 
quite a number of decisions, among them 
several from the United States supreme 
court, which go to the extent of uphold- 
ing the state’s claims. 

The comptroller general is very san- 
guine of ar ng ag these taxes for the 
state.

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WHO IS ATLANTA CROESUS? 


Atlantan Claiming To Get $50,000 
a Year Refuses Big Job. 


OFFERED GOVERNMENT PLACE 


Would Have Paid Him $660 a 
Month, but the Story Goes He 
Declined with Thanks.

A story which has an exciting touch 
of mystery comes from Washington, and 
is of particular interest to Atlanta since 
the hero claims to hail from this city. 
The said hero called at the treasury de- 
partment yesterday and with great po- 
liteness declined a position which would 
pay him $660 per month. The reason he 
gave for so doing was that he is at 
the present time drawing a $50,000 salary 
in Atlanta, and that as he is very well 
satisfied with that he has no desire to 
enter the service of the government. 

Just who the man fs that draws this 
salary and also answers to the other 
details of the story is, so far, a deep 
mystery. He certainly must be a very 
desirable man, as the government seems 
to be of the opinion that it cannot get 
on without him. Twice he has been im- 
portuned to teave the quiet walks of 
an ordinary business) life and add unto 
himself the dignity which attaches to 
all whose names appear on the govern- 
ment pay roll, but both times he has 
refused. It is not believed that there 
is a man in Atlanta who receives a sal- 
ary of $50,000, and so this must have 
been given as a reason for declining the 
position, when in truth some other trou- 
ble was back of it. 

It may be that he suffers when ex- 
posed to extreme heat and could not 
bear the thought of leaving the cool 
climate of Atlanta with the prospect of 
spending his future summers in the heat 
of Washington. 

Whatever his reasons were, the com- 
bined efforts of the whole administra- 
tion were not sufficient to induce him 
to accept the job and he has given Uncle 
Sam the “frozen face.”’ Late advices 
state that the president will probably 
ask Senator Hanna to use his influence 
with the Atlanta man and the govern- 
ment may get him vet. 

The story from Washington {s as fol- 
lows: 

Washington, August 20.—(Special.)—Be- 
cause he was drawing 2 salary of $50,000 
a year an Atlanta man called at the 
treasury department today and declined 
a $660 government job. At the request 
of the gentleman concerned, his name is 
withheld, but the storv’is none the less 
worth telling for that. 

A few months avo, when a register of 
bookkeeners was to be appointed from 
the eligible list supplied by the civil ser- 
vice commission, the papers of this man 
attracted attertion for their neatness 
and general excellence, and he was desig- 
nated for the place. Instead of his ac- 
ceptance, a very polite letter was re- 
ceived at the department from him say- 
ing that he had made other business 
arrangements that would preclude his 
taking the official position. Time 
on and he was again certified for ap- 
pointment. Today he appeared at the 
department and in person for the second 
time declined the offer for the reason 
above mentioned. 

He said that he was born in Pennsyl- 
vania and drifted from there to Wil- 
mington, Del., where he entered the tech- 
nieal institute at that place and com- 
pleted a four years’ course. He obtained 
the means for his college course by sell- 
ing newspapers in the mornings and 
afternoons before and after classes. Af- 
ter finishing his course at the institute 
he went to Atlanta, Ga., and engaged in 
his present business. 

Being in a position to enjoy a rest 
from his hard labors, he stated that he 
was taking a vacation which included a 
trip to Yalifax, Nova Scotia, the Buffalo 
exposition and other places of interest 
in that section of the country and be- 
ing on his return home and passing 
through Washington, he called at the 
department to express his thanks for 
the twice offered appointment, which, un- 
der the circumstances, he thought he 
very wisely declined.

WORK ON TURNOUT 
HAS BEEN HELD UP 


Street Railway Committee Considered 
Matter Yesterday. 


WILL MEET AGAIN SATURDAY 


Church People Think It Would In- 
terfere with Sorvices. 


JOINT USE OF TRACKS SUBGESTED 


Rapid Transit Company Willing To 
Move Turnout if the Committee 
Should So Decide. 


Work on the turnout which the Atlanta 
Rapid Transit Company began building 
on its Grant park line on Hunter street, 
between Washington street and Piedmont 
avenue, has been held up until the mat- 
ter can be thoroughly considered by the 
street railway committee of council. 

A meeting of that committee was held 
yesterday morning at 10 o’clock at the 
city hall. Representatives of the Episco- 
pal cathedral and the Rapid Transit com- 
pany were heard in regard to the mat- 
ter and the comrhittea deoided to defer 
action until Saturday, when another 
meeting will be held, 

The members of the street railway 
committee present were Councilman John 
C. Reed, chairman; Alderman M. M. 
Welch and Councilman A. Q. Adams. 
Among those who attended the hearing 
were Bishop C. K. Nelson, Rev. Albion 
Knight, dean of St. Philips’s church; At- 
torney Robert Alston, representing the 
cathedral people; Arnold Broyles, City 
Attorney James L. Mayson, Attorney 
Preston Arkwright, representing the At- 
lanta Rapid Transit Company, and Presi- 
dent C, J. Simmons, of that company. 

When the meeting began Attorney Als- 
ton was the first to address the members 
of the committee. He stated that the 
tracks of the contemplated turnout would 
run within several inches of-the curbing 
to St. Philip’s church. He said the turn- 
out would put three instead of two tracks 
on the street next to the church and that 
such a state of affairs would greatly 
hinder the services. Two tracks were 
bad enough, he thought. Mr. Alston ex- 
pressed the hope that the committee 
would stop the buildtng of the third 
track. 

Bishop Nelson followed Mr. Alston. He 
made only a few remarks, calling atten- 
tion to the girls’ school of the church, 
which had an entrance half way down 
the block of the street to be occupied by 
the tracks of the turnout. 

Attorney Arkwright Talks. 

Attorney Arkwrfght, in representing 
the street railway company’s side of the 
matter, stated that he desired to raise 
no point as to the powers of the com- 
mittee. He stated that his company would | 
move the tracks if the committee decided 
that they should be moved. 

‘We have always intended putting in a 
turnout at that particular place,’’ said 
he. ‘“‘The reason it was not laid when the 
main line was constructed was because 
there was some delay in getting the 
necessary material. For that very rea- 
son we did not relay the paving on that 
block permanently. At present it is ab- 
solutely necessary that we should have a 
turnout on the Hunter -street line be- 
tween Pryor and Fraser streets. We be- 
lieved that the point selected would be 
the best place and where the least incon- 
venience would be caused. We have no 
desire to ride roughshod over anybody.”’ 

Mr. Arkwright’s attention was called 
to the statement that the franchise 
granting the Rapid Transit company a 

to Grant park gave the company the 
ht only co build a single line of track 


‘ between Pryor and Fraser streets. 


He replied that by implication it gave 
the company the duthority to put in 
necessary turnouts and switches. He re- 
iterated his assertion tHat his company 
was perfectly willing to be governed by 
the action of the committee. He sug- 
gested that, as the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company had a line on Hunter 
street, both companies might use the 
tracks jointly. This arrangement, he 
said, would do away with the necessity 
for a turnout in front of the capitol. 

The members of the qmmittee con- 
sulted together and decided to hold an- 
other meeting Saturday, when the entire 
matter will be settled. Bishop Nelson 
stated that he expected to be out of the 
city the latter part of the week. He said 
he was perfectly willing to leave the mat- 
ter in the hands of the committee, pro- 
vided the work was to be held up until a 
decision had been reached.

TEASED OFF AT PROFIT-TAKING 


Chicago Reported Small Gain in Mar- 
kets There—Stocks Steady 
to Strong. 


New York, August 21.—The cotton market 
opened quiet ana firm with prices 3 to 56 
points higher and after the cal] turned strong 
and scored additional gains on brisk buying 
for both accounts from all quarters. This 
further evidence of inherent strength orig- 
fnated chiefly ir bullish Liverpool cables, 
though bad Texas and south Atlantic states 
crop accounts helped materially to create bull- 
‘@sh confidence. Before midday Cctober had 
‘reached 7.562 and January 7 63 on active sup- 
port from the room and outside interests and 
or a time all indications pointed to signal 
edditional gains before the close of the sesefon. 
But after the English market had closed, the 
talent turred for profits, under which prices 
slowly eased off. The bulk of this sort of 
trading came in the afternoon and was ac- 
jcelerated by official reports of light to hard 
\general rains in Texas. The central] district 
lof that state received a trace of .68 of an inch 
at six stations, whije in all some nineteen sta- 
tions reported rain. _ Moreover, private after- 
noon Texas telegrams declared rain was still 
falling over the northern and central sections. 
As the New Orleans market responded readily 
to the wet weather news, room operators were 
the more willing to be influenced. Yet evidence 
of great strength in southern spot markets and 
@n advance of %%c in spot cotton here, tended 
to make short selling unpopular. In the last 
hhour efforts were made to raliy the market 
to the high point of the day, but support was 
slow in coming forward while profit taking 
on each point rise made the task a difficult 
lone. At the close the market was steady and 
net 5 to 7 points higher. Late trading was 
‘mostly professional, though the south and wire 
houses sold.

New Orleans, August 2!.—The spot cotton 
market was very quiet throughout the day and 
the staple firm at a definitely higher range of 
prices. The sharp advance in values in #oth 
departments at Liverpool today has imbued 
local holders of spots with a marked degree 
‘of added confidence, and they are now asking 
figures considerably above quotations for any- 
thing in the shape of desirable lists remaining 
on hand, obdurately refusing to amend their 
views in the slightest degree. Sales 400 bales, 
including 100 to arrive. Quotations 1-16c 
higher. .

The market ad- 
vanced, as was looked for, on the poor show- 
ing for the week, but outside business is not 
as large as could be expected. While we are

the damage in Texas. 


Hubbard Bros. & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, August 21.—Liverpool advanced 
sharply on the bureau report, especially on the 
nearby positions, as the rains east of the 
Mississippi are expected to delay the maturity 
of the crop.

Our market 
responded by opening 8 points higher and ad- 
vanced 2 points additional later, but subse- 
quently declined 6 to 7 points on good rains 
where needed in many- sections of central 
Texas, closing 6 to 6 wsoints higher on the 
day. From present indications’ the recent 
rains in northern, eastern and:central Texas 
have been beneficial, and as the other states 
are in generally good condition, the outlook 
is certainly more promising.

Prime on the Crop Situation. 


(From The New York Stockholder.) 

Chicago, August |17.—The country has had 
in the growing world, everything the present 
week but what it needed most, and that is rain 
and lots of it. 

The drought district has been transferred 
from the Missouri to the Mississippi valley, 
taking in the states of Ohlo, Indiana and [lli- 
nois, Our temperature during the day has 
been a little above normal, but the nights 
have been reasonably cool and up to this date in 
the corn belt we have no signs of an early 
frost. We have had every kind of report this 
week purporting to give improvement in the 
corn crop, but there nas been no improvement 
whatever, except in the growth of foliage and 
the formation of-.small ears on the stalks of 
the corn which was not injured beyond re- 
demption before the Ist of August. 

The ‘‘favorable.change’’ in the general crop 
situation has come from Kansas and Missouri, 
where for the first fourteef days rains have 
fallen in sufficient quantity to literally break 
the arought, put the ground in condition for 
fall plowing and start up “a great deal of 
fall grain which has been. sown, after the fail- 
ure of the corn crop, in much better condition 
for winter than we had hoped for thirty days 
ago, . ° 
ine immense wheat crop in Kansas and Mis- 
souri is finding a very good demand at home 
for feeding purposes, 

We have had great weather for thrashing 
this crop and it has been practically secure 
without a drop cf rain lowering its grade. 

We have practically gotten through also in 
the lower and central portions of the oat belt 
with oat thrashing, A very large home .je- 
mand, owing to the failure.o fthe corn crop, 
has existed ever since the Ist of August. 

At that date everything pointed to very free 
deliveries of oats during August, but the situa- 
tion has been almost the contrary. Prices at 
home have been equal, less the freight, to 
prices at grain centers, and receipts this week 
have been disappointingly small. 

We shall face this fail and winter In the ag- 
ricultural districts of the west, southwest and 
northwest, an entirely new order of things 
so far as prices are concerned and supplies 
and demand for all kinds of food both for maa 
and beast. Wheat is still cheap as an article 
of food, and meats have not advanced very 
much as yet, All kinds of vegetables and 
fruits are very scarce and very high. 

The volume of wholesale trade has already 
been curtailed and it is imposeible yet to say 
to what extent this decrease will finally be. 
It is true our railroad earnings in July were 
large, but they are plainly traceable to the 
facts of an unusually large amount of hogs 
and cattle which have been shipped prema- 
turely, 


W. E. Small & Co.’s Grain Letter. 


August 21.—Wheat: The weather 
An Argentine cable said: 
‘Small corn supplies coming to hand; stock 
practically exhausted; very meager shipments 
likely from here,."’ Argentine corn in Liverpool 
now as dear as American, Crop bulletin re- 
ported corn improved in Illinois and Ohio. Iowa 
corn declared more promising than demand 
possible August |. Export sales at the sea- 
board 30 loads; 150,000 bushels sold here. The 
market only showed a small decline in re- 
sponse to lower markets abroad, Good com- 
mission house buying appeared, largely in the 
way of covering shorts, while northwestern 
houses were favored with liberal buying or- 
ders. The eastern question loomed up and 
was deemed of sufficient importance to en- 
courage buying, and while clearances were 
small there was a good export demand, and 
this, in connection with the buying of cash in 
Minneapolis, was looked upon as a bullish fac- 
tor.

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It is frequently said, and probably 
true, that a great many people who are 
possessed of means would be willing to 
dispense with it more liberally than they 
do if they only knew the way in which to 
do it. The most practical philanthrony— 
that which brings about the best re- 
sults—is that which may not be given 
out in large amounts, but placed in the 
right direction. Frequently the man or 
woman with moderate means who would 
like to do his or her shate of giving are 
intimidated in so doing hy seeing the 
large amounts which are given by the 
wealthier, and to which so much attrac- 
tion is attached, that smaller amounts 
appear in the light of the insignificant. 

They read and hear discussed the 
thousands of dollars contributed to the 
building of educational institutions and 
reflect perhaps ‘‘well, the hundred or two 
hundred dollars that I might give there 
would be lost.’”’ 

Not at all! The eddcationd institute 
must have its patronage to carry out its 
purpose, and what appears to be the in- 
significant amount of one or two hundred 
dollars will purchase the tuition of a de- 
serving young boy or girl and be the 


making in life of him or her. To enable 
deserving young people who can not af- 
ford it themselves to obtain an education, 
especially the higher branches, they may 
be ambitious for is a very commendable | 
way to dispense with money and brings | 
about in many instances untold good. 

In our midst there are many deserving | 
young boys and girls clamoring for the | 
advantages given at the Technological 
school for boys and the Normal and In- 
dustrial school for girls. 

To give to one of these a scholarship 
requires a comparatively small amount 
of monéy and means so much to the 
beneficiary. 

The curriculum of the Technological 
school places it abreast of the best in the 
country and the graduates of the in- 
stitution are already making a record for 
its thoroughness in the high positions 
they are holding wherever they may 
happen to be. 

At the Normal and Industrial school at 
Milledgeville young women have open to 
them various branches of education 
which they may pursue according to 
choice. There is the normal course, that 
of. the industrial and domestic sciences 
and the business course. Any of those 
mentioned capacitates the faithful stu- 
dent who masters the course, being self- 
sustaining, if necessary, or as well edu- 
cated as any young woman in the state 
no matter what college or institute may 
be claimed as her alma mater. 

So with small amounts of money itt will 
be seen that generously disposed people 
‘can do a great deal and that in no better 


way can their ‘‘mites” be @xpended than 
in the giving of scholarships to the eager, 
earnest young boy or girl. 


Too Much Correspondence 
Among School Girls 


Should she or should she not receive 
s0 many letters fs the question that agi- 
tates the head of the female seminary and 
the mother of daughters when the ques- 
tion of the “letter jist’’ is being discussed 
and pretty miss is about to, be sent off to 
school, : 

Like all questions of the kind, there ure 
various opinions expressed and none seem 
to satisfactorily solve the problem, 

The rule that holds in the average con- 
vent that all letters written by pupils 
are seen by the superior before being 
sent out and that all addressed to stu- 
dents are seen by the superior before be- 
ing delivered, is condemned for many rea- 
sons, but is still a rule enforced as the 
nuns contend it is a great protection to 
the pupil. That such a rule may be a 
safeguard for some young women, it is 
scarcely necessary for all, and may en- 
gender a temptation to deceive that other- 
wise would never have existed. There 
are few daughters who have not little 
confidences with a mother that they 
would prefer no one else knowing and in 
such a case the reading of a letter seems 
unnecessary. 

Again, if the letters are not perused by 
some one before being placed in the pupi:’s 
hands and freedom given in this matter, 
it may be that a correspondence may go 
on that would be absolutely distasteful 
to the parents of the pupil as wel} as dan- 
gerous to the latter. This phase cf the 
question would seem to justify the care- 
ful reading of all letters. 

But other female institutes are not so 
binding in their rules and as a rule u let- 
ter list is furnished when the pupils enter, 
the parents having approved all names 
upon the list. But here sometimes the 
teacher and. the parents may differ is to 
the number and frequency of the Ictters. 
The parent may reason that to cultivate 
epistolary style is an important branch 
of a girl’s education and that the regular 
writing of letters will be the means on the 
part of the pupil of acqyiring a grace 
and ease of style which every educated 
woman should possess. 

The teacher, on the other hand, may 
‘dontend that the time given for j«tter 
writing does not admit of the careful 
writing of many and that the pupil who 
attempts to write does so in a hurried, 
disconnected manner. that is in no way 
conducive to epistolary style. The teach- 
er also contends that the receiving of too 
many letters, especially if they be from 
“friends’’ at home, are apt to distract 
the pupil and.jead her to “day dream” of 
what vacation will bring, or to anticipate 
too soon the hour of qymmencement. 

To cut a girl off from home and its 
pleasures entirely when she is away at 
school tends to make her unhappy, and is 
unnecessary, but it is very hard to 
decide just what should be done. 

Twice a week is considered, in the aver- 
age institute, often enough for letter 
writing with about two hours each time. 
This,-it would seem, were reasonable 
enough if school girls would ony limit 
the number of their correspondents.

STORM’S DAMAGE TO CROPS. 


Lonisiana Weather Report Shows 
Extent of Injury from Recent 
Hurricane in That State. 

The report of the weather bureau for 
the department of Louisiana for the week 
just closed gives official information of 
the extent of the damage to crops fn that 
state by the recent gulf hurricane. It is, 
in part, as follows: 

‘'The heavy rains and destructtve winds 
caused by the passage of the hurricane 
on the 14th and 15th covered but a small 
area of the extreme southeastern portion 
of the state. 

“The hurricane which crossed that por- 
tion of the state on the 15th damaged the 
rice crop in many places to a considerable 
extent. A few localities over the western 
portion of the state report damage to rice 
in bloom by north winds; with this excep- 
tion the condition of the rice crop in the 
western parishes has improved. Harvest- 
ing has commenced, but has not yet be- 
come general. Fair weather is needed for 
this work. 

“The sugar cane crop was blown down 
over the southeastern portion of the state, 
but as a rule it has not suffered serioug 
damage. Reports received state that the 
crop will straighten up. With the ex- 
ception of the above, the weather has 
been all that could be desired -for sugar 
cane, except in the northwestern portion 
of the sugar belt more rain would be ben- 
eficial. Taken as a whole, the outlook ts 
favorable. 

“Heavy rain over the southeastern por- 
tion of the state and in some localities 
along the Mississippi river have been un- 
favorable for the cotton crop, especially 
in places where the ground was full of 
moisture from prewious rains. In such 
places grass and weeds are making rapid 
growth. Dry weather continues over the 
western portion of the state, except in 
scattered localities; early planted cotton 
in this part of the state is too far ad- 
vanced to be benefited, but late cotton 
would be Bary! improved by rain. Rust 
and shedding are reported from many lo- 
calities over the central and northern 
portions of the state. Lice are damagin 
the crop in a few places. Early lanted 
cotton is opening to a@ greater o ex- 
tent in all parts of the state, and pickin 
has commenced in a few scattered local- 
ities. Some premature opening is report- 
ed. Bolls are rotting in Madison parish. 
The outlook, while favorable in some sec- 
tions, is for a yield below the average. 

“Barly corn is maturing; a light yield 
is indicated, except in southern parishes. 
Late corn has been ftmproved over the 
southern portion of the state. 

“The potato and crops are suffering 
for rain over the northwestern parishes. 
In southern parishes these crops are do-

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MADDOX BROS’. BID ACCEPTED 


Sealed Bids Opened on the Stock in 


the Stores of O’Connor Gro- 
cery Company. 

Under the order of the United States 
court. in the matter of J. J. & J. E. Mad- 
dox against C. ~W. O'Connor, the receiver 
appointed by the court advertised for 
sealed bids on the stock in the five branch 
stores of the O’Connor wholesale grocery 
store.

C. D. Maddox, attorney, filed twenty- 
eight interventions by different parties 
asking to reclaim goods which they had 
sold to O'Connor, alleging that the goods 
were obtained by fraud and that he wag 
really insolvent at the time. One of these 
for whom Mr. Maddox acted was T. E. 
Blakeman, of Atlanta, and another was 
the Cudahy Packing Company, which 
has offices in this city. 

The attorneys for C. W. O'Connor, 
who was adjudged a bankrupt some time 
ago, filed a schedule of his assets and 
liabilities in the United States court yes- 
terday.
